GEOLOGICAL  ESSAY 

—  ON  THE  ~ 

Cobble-stones  of  the  Catskills. 


How  came  they  in  their  present  condition  ? — What  is  their 

history  ? — Can  we  learn  anything  by  studying 

their  geological  formation?

•  We  stumble  over  them,  we  kick  them  out  from  under 
our  thoughtless  feet  and  call  them  bad  names,  and  we  who 
have  been  reared  among  the  Catskills  even  begrudge  the 
mauger  ground  they  occupy.  The  above  questions  involve 
more  real  knowledge  than  the  writers  brain  contains. 

So  wonderful  is  the  history,  and  so  sublime  is  the  study  of 
the  little  insignificant  looking  cobble-stone  that  the  most 
towering  genius  of  the  nineteenth  century  can  not  even 
write  the  title  page  of  its  contents.  The  questions  not  only 
involves  the  physical  condition  of  the  stone,  but  by  fair  rea- 
soning it  carries  us  back  to  a  time  when  it  formed  a  part  of 
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the  great  underlying  rock  of  the  globe.    If  we  could  know 

the  true  chemical  analyses  of  its  coustituent  parts,  it  would 
carry  us  away  back  into  illimitable  space  beyond  the  Nebula 
birth  of  our  noble  planet  when  its  particles  were  floating  as 
atoms  through  universal  space. 

The  cobble-stone  was  once  a  part  of  the  solid  rock  which 
composes  the  geological  formation  of  the  Devonian  group 
of  the  Catskills ;  and  is  composed  of  sand,  grit,  and  silicon 
combined  with  oxygen,  which  are  the  principle  ingredients 
of  all  rocks  except  the  limestone.  It  w  is  during  the  Devo- 
nian period  that  the  contraction  of  the  earths  crust  caused 
the  upheaval  of  our  grand  old  Catskills,  and  the  various  ge- 
ological formations  were  broken  up.  The  dips,  contortions, 
and  falling  of  older  rocks  over  younger  formations,  deline- 
ate the  certainty  of  general  confusion. 

The  mountains  rose,  u];borne  by  the  force  of  interior  lieat 
sending  millions  of  tons  of  fragments  into  the  valleys  below ; 
these  being  exposed  for  hundreds  of  thousands  of  centuries 
to  the  action  of  water  have  worn  to  cobbles,  pebbles  and 
sand,  giving  us  our  rock  soil  thickly  interspersed  with  cob- 
ble-stones. 

We  should  not  be  much  surprised  when  we  are  told  that 
geological  investigation  teaches  that  the  entire  crust  of  the 
earth  has  been  deposited  as  sediment  at  the  bottom  of  the 
ocean,  at  one  time  covering  the  Avhole  face  of  the  globe :  and 
the  more  we  become  acquainted  with  its  crust,  the  more  ap- 
parent it  is  that  fire  and  water  have  been  the  two  great 
agents  of  creation. 

The  astronomer  may  gaze  upon  the  rolling  worlds  around 
him,  and  view  with  awe  and  delight  the  midnight  vault  o- 
ver  his  head  and  contemplate  the  majesty  of  the  universe ; 
while  the  geologist  takes  up  the  cobble-stone  which  is  tram- 
pled under  foot,  and  presents  it  to  us  as  a  chapter  in  the 
Great  Volume  of  Nature  which  we  may  read  with  satisfaction 
and  profit,  the  inspiration  of  which  has  never  been  disputed. 

All  other  books  are  held  under  the  scrutiny  of  challenge 
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and  have  been  tampered  w  ith  more  or  less  by  deceitful  hu- 
man hands.  By  reading  the  volume  of  nature  we  may  safe- 
ly diticover  how  our  noble  planet  came  into  its  present  con- 
dition. The  cobble-stone,  the  pebble,  and  each  grain  of 
s  ind,  speaks  to  us  in  indisputable  language  the  inspiration 
of  the  HantI  which  v\  rote  it. 

From  the  cobble-stone  we  leaiu  that  water  has  been  an 
active  agent  in  bringing  it  to  its  present  rounded  form.  It 
was  once  a  part  of  a  solid  rock  which  has  been  broken  otf 
and  rolled  over  and  over  in  the  water  till  it  acquired  its 
present  shape.  I  see  in  the  cobble-stone  several  pebbles  of 
various  colors;  some  of  them  belong  to  the  tire  made  rocks  of 
the  granitic  period,  others  to  the  metamorphic  formation. 
This  proves  beyond  a  doubt  that  in  the  immensely  distant 
past  the  whole  earth  was  in  an  intensely  heated  condition, 
in  fact,  a  moltonmass;  and  rocks  of  immense  thickness  from 
time  to  time  cooled  the  fiery  contents  long  before  nature  ex- 
isted on  its  surface.  No  other  theory  can  possibly  account 
for  the  dreadful  physical  c;ondition  of  the  horid  Mauvais 
T^rr€is\  or  ''Bad  Lands'*  of  the  North-west,  without  coming 
to  the  natural  conclusion  that  the  eaith  was  originally  a  fii- 
ery  mass,  and  that  its  interior  at  present  is  one  vast  ocean 
of  lire. 

This  hypothesis  teaches  us  how  naturally  our  earth  came 
into  its  present  condition,  and  gives  us  reason  for  a  thousand 
facts  that  came  under  our  observation,  otherwise  dark  and 
m3'sterious.  As  far  as  geological  investigation  has  gone, 
there  has  been  found  about  sixty-three  natural  eliments  dis- 
persed through  nature,  and  of  these  the  earth  is  composed. 

It  is  said  that  one-half  of  the  earths  crust  is  composed  of 
oxygen  and  invisible  gas.  This  doubtless  is  the  moving 
cause  of  attraction,  and  attraction  beyond  a  doubt  is  the 
cause  of  the  spheroidical  figure  of  our  earth,  and  this  great 
principle  of  attraction  which  is  stamped  on  all  the  matter  of 
the  universe,  doubtless  is  the  cause  whereby  all  bodies  by  a 
circular  fortuitous  concourse^of  atoms  continually  attract 
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each  other,  under  the  influence  of  attraction  all  bodies  and 
parts  tend  naturally  to  their  center.  The  cobble-stone  has 
more  in  it  than  I  hf\ve  already  hinted. 

Let  us  examine  it  more  closely ! 

What  are  those  singular  marks  and  impressions  eradiating 
from  its  surface  ?  It  is  a  fossil,  and  what  are  fossils  ?  We 
answer,  animals  or  vegetables  buried  in  the  earth  by  natur- 
al causes,  and  preserved ;  as  stou)'  indications  of  their  ex- 
istence are  found  in  the  rocks.  They  may  be  animals  almost 
unchanged,  or  bones,  or  impressions  of  forms  in  the  rocks 
produced  by  the  infiltrating  of  silica  through  the  interstices, 
thus  reducing  to  solid  stone  whatever  comes  in  contact  with 
the  petrifj'ing  waters  common  to  those  ages  when  fire  and 
water  were  contesting  each  others  rights  to  rule  absalutely. 
•  Fossils  are  more  than  I -have  already  hinted,  they  are  let- 
ters in  which  the  worlds  history 4s  written;  and  without 
their  assistance  we  should  not  have  known  the  past  history 
of  our  planet,  a  matter  of  the  greatest  importance. 

Certain  forms  of  life  lived  at  certain  times,  and  their  re- 
mains became  buried  in  the  sediment  deposited  during  those 
times.  About  twenty  thousand  fossils  have  already  been 
found  in  all  of  the  stratified  rocks  above  the  metamorphic. 
Fossils  are  of  the  greatest  importance,  foi-  witli  their  assist- 
ance we  are  able  to  deside  the  com})aritiveages  of  rocks,  take 
away  these  and  we  should  have  to  group  our  way  through 
darkness  which  oracle  nor  science  could  penetrate. 

The  cobble-stone  is  not  a  mere  isolated  letter,  but  it  is  a 
^^  hole  chapter  in  the  great  volume  of  nature ;  in  it  are  the 
tissues  of  thefraimwork  of  the  globe,  in  it  are  the  first  germ 
of  creation. 

Let  us  examine  it  again,  it  contains  the  form  of  the  first 
born  of  our  earth,  it  gives  us  a  history  of  the  induction  of 
that  wonderful  and  misterious  phenomena  called  life.  It  is 
not  an  animal  or  a  vegetable,  it  occupies  an  intermedial  point 
•between  the  three  kingdoms,  mineral,  animal  and  vegetable, 
its  radiating  arms  reach  away,  down  the  stream  of  time  to 
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the  Azoic  Age  or  Dawn  of  life,  be5'ond  that  all  is  fire  and 
chaotic  ooiifasioii.  Tlie  impressions  we  see  in  the  cobble- 
stone is  the  Kock  Writing  Protozoan  of  the  Devonian  rocks 
of  the  Catskills;  it  was  an  animal  common  to  that  age,  and 
was  hastening  on  to  assimulateinto  tlie  naked  reed-like  trees 
of  the  Carboniferons  period.  In  the  coal  measures  we  do 
see  the  impress  of  an  animal,  but  we  see  the  vegetable  it 
foresliadowed. 

But  where  and  ^hen  did  lite  begin? 

It  did  not  begin  on  the  mountain,  for  the  earths  crust  was 
to  thin  to  bear  the  weight  of  mountains.  It  did  not  begin 
on  the  land,  for  that  was  one  vast  wilderness  of  heated  rock 
and  life  was  as  impossible  on  its  surface  as  in  a  fiery  furnace. 

What  is  that  curious  looking  thing  we  see  nway  down  at 
the  bottom  of  the  Laurentian  ocean  struggling  in  the  hot 
mud?  It  is  the  Budiaia  or  "Pkmt  AmnuU^''  and  it  runs  so 
low  into  the  mineral  kingdom  that  it  is  difiicult  to  tell  where 
the  one  begins  or  the  other  leaves  off".  This  was  the  first 
an  lowest  form  of  life,  and  was  a  distant  prophecy  of  the 
countless  millions  that  should  join  in  the  march  of  life's 
grand  proce.'-sion  up  the  evolving  scale. 

Following  that  misterious  thing  called  life,  along  the 
march  of  ages,  we  not  only  discover  the  scale  of  evolution, 
but  the  wonderful  adaplation  of  each  stage  of  exi^itence  to 
answer  the  end  of  creation. 

It  was  during  the  Devonian  Age,  when  the  Catskill  moun- 
tains rose  above  tlie  dark  waters  of  the  universal  ocean. 

The  cobble-stones  which  are  so  profusely  scattered  over 
the  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Catskills,  are  as  records  of 
the  FIX  independant  forms  of  life  as  they  appeared  during 
the  Devonian  Age. 

Count  the  millions  of  years  that  passed. 

Before  these  mountains  rose, 
And  then,  tuin  to  the  present  day,

EACLE  MOUiSiTAIN 


Eagle  Mountain  was  resently  discovered  to  he  the  sec- 
ond highest  mountain  m  Greene  County.  This  mountain  is 
easily  reached  from  Shandaken  and  Pine  Hill  depots,  on 
Ulster  and  Delaware  Railroad.  The  distance  from  either 
depot  to  the  top  of  the  mountain  is  about  live  miles. 

From  Shandaken  depot  we  i:>ass  Mr.  F.  B.  Lament's  Ho- 
tel at  the  right,  and  follow  the  left  hand  road  up  the  Bnsh- 
nellsville  Clove  a  distance  of  2^  miles;  turning  again  to  the 
left,  passing  "Pleasant  Home  Boarding  House,"  thence  as- 
cending a  steep  hill  around  a  curve  at  the  right,  follow  this 
road  a  distance  of  one  mile,  turn  to  the  right  and  follow^ 
right  hand  road  a  short  distance  to  Mr.  John  Rider's  farm 
house;  from  here,  Mr.  Rider  will  furnish  you  a  guide  to  the 
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top  of  the  mountain  by  way  of  a  gradual  ascending  foot 
path  on  the  western  slope  of  the  mountain. 

Xmnerous  fine  and  romantic  views  meet  the  eye  on  all 
sides  while  ascending  the  mountain. 

xVmong  many  views,  1  shall  mention  a  few  of  the  roman- 
tic and  picturesque:  First,  after  having  ascended  a  steep 
hill  and  near  the  forest,  a  line  and  complete  view  of  the 
Bii^hnellsville  Clove,  a  portion  of  the  central  part  of  the 
Shandaken  Valley,  and  an  entire  view  of  all  the  southern 
Catskill  Peaks;  also,  a  portion  of  the  northern  part  of  the 
Shawangunk  Mountains  are  visible.  Second,  after  having 
traveled  a  short  distance  up  the  mountain,  to  the  right  and 
hut  a  short  distance  away  is  ^'Tin  Ledge,"  the  top  of  which 
is  easily  accessable  on  the  western  slope  of  the  rocks. 

From  this  ledge  the  views  are  so  numerous  and  extensive 
as  to  be  almost  indescriba])le.  I'he  N\hole  Stmimit  Hill,  in- 
cluding the  ''Horse  Shoe"  curve  on  the  U.  &  D.  R.  E.,  and 
the  ''Summit  Ilou^e,"  lie  in  an  unbroken  vision  as  at  our 
feet. 

The  scenery  from  the  top  of  the  mountain  embraces  the 
whole  Catskill  range  and  a  large  portion  of  the  Shawan- 
guuk  Mountains. 

The  route  from  Fine  Hill  depot  is  equally  as  interesting. 

Taking  the  right  hand  road  from  the  village  and  follow- 
ing it  a  distance  of  3}^  miles  brings  you  to  Mr  Eider's  resi- 
dence, a  farm  house  near  the  road  at  the  left,  thence  proceed 
as  heretofore  described.  This  route  passes  along-side  of  the 
Birch  Creek  (an  excellent  trout  stream)  and  the  fine  board- 
ing houses  of  Mr.  Hasbrouck's  "Crystal  Spring  Cottage," 
and  "Trout  Brook  House,"  C.  C.  Blodget,  proprietor. 
The  "Piedfer  Lead  Mine,"  au  excavation  of  135  feet,  is  but 
a  few  rods  from  the  road,  and  is  found  by  following  the  first 
foot-path  at  the  right,  after  having  passed  through  two  pie- 
ces of  woods,  the  first  a  distance  of  one  mile,  and  the  second 
a  distance  of  one-half  mile;  you  will  see  several  heaps  of 
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stones  in  the  meadow  at  the  right  near  the  foot-path,  fol- 
lowing the  foot-path  b}^  these  stone  heaps,  and,  up  a  steep 
hill  in  the  woods  a  distance  of  thirty  rods  is  the  Lead  Mine. 

The  views  at  the  Led  Mine  are  fine  and  well  worth  a  visit. 

The  views  as  seen  from  Eagle  Mountain  are  to  numerous 
to  be  further  described  in  this  work. 

Parties  visiting  the  Catskills,  and  fail  to  ascend  this 
''Towering  King,*"'  miss  the  views  when  once  seen  will  al- 
ways be  remembered  as  one  of  the  great  beauties  of  this 
''Switzerland  of  America,"
